A collision of ® most serious nature took 

place on the Cleveland and Toledo Railroad, at 
the crossing of the Fremont and Indiana Rail- 
road on Saturday morning lest. The latter 
road is in process of construction to connect 
Sandusky by a nearly air-line route southwest- 
erly with the Bellefontaine 
Indiana State line. This latter road crosses the 
Cleveland and Toledo at grade, at Fremont Sta. 
tion, thirty miles east of Toledo. 
{ (The express train which left the cily on Fri- 
day at 10 P. M., bad reached the Fremont cross- 
ing as sbove et 11 A. M. of Saturday and was 
running at rapid speed, so says our informant, 
an eye-witness of the disaster, when it was sud- 
denly struck by a Construction train loaded 
with rails, Fortunately the collision, made at 
nearly right angles was such that the engine of | 
the colliding train struck the second class car, 
dashing it to fragments and wrecking both 
trains, though it left the succeeding and well-— 
filed passenger cars of the Toledo train to a 
share in a disaster of leas perilous natare. 
Both cars, first class passenger, of the Toledo 
train, were thrown from the track and with their 
passengers suddenly much mixed up with the 
debris of the wreck. 

Geveral passengers were injured, but none 
seriously. Charlies Beck, a brakesman, was, it 
was feared, fatally wounded. A Mr. Wm. Hill, 
of Foster, R. L, who was in the second class 
car, was also injured, and uiiracniously os | 
caped instant death.
